The arching and covering of Hot 
Springs creek for over our mile through 
the center of the city was the first work 
done by the government. The huihliug 
of thnarmy and ntvy hospital «.Hin fol¬ 
lowed It !■ one of the most beautiful 
groups of buildings on the southeast cor¬ 
ner of Hot Springs mountain, and is one 
of the finest in the world of its kind. 

Tin most important improvement made 
by the government is the system of drive¬ 
ways and walks on the three mountains 
comprising the reservation. These were 
liegun about seven years ago and are 
Du* completed. In all the drives cover 
about 12 miles in length, and now cover 
every jsiint of the Hot Spiings moun¬ 
tain, and North and West mountains. 
The most beautiful sight to my eye is 
the work at the foot of Hot Springs 
mountain, the ea-t side of Central ave¬ 
nue, the principal thoroughfare of the 
city. Suite of the hath houses are situ¬ 
ated on this |«iint, which ia known as 
bath house row.
